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Rocky Takes Oath

Nelson A. Rockefeller took 
the oath of office as vice 
president 
in

ceremony Thursday night 
and 
pledged

There are signs he will be 
the

president in history. 
The televised ceremony 
came two hours after the 
House

287-128

confrim him as the 41st vice 
president. 
For Rockefeller, 66, it was 
the end of a four-month 
political battle that has 
brought him the closest he 
has 
ever

For Ford, who has come 
under severe criticism for 
his handling of the economy, 
there was the hope that 
Rockefeller would be able to 
bring new talent and a fresh 
approach to the problems of 
inflation and recession.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
After 20 months of delay, the 
House and Senate vote today 
on the international trade 
bill, conceived to promote 
detente but already the 
cause of hard feelings with 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
and 
Czechoslovakia. 


The bill, devised by 
a 
Senate House conference, 
reflects the attitudes of 
congressm en 
far 
m ore 
skeptical 
of Communist 
intentions than 
the a d ­ 
ministration. The 
amend­ 
ments would: 


—Give the Communist 
countries 
m ost-favored- 
nation 
status--the 
sam e 
trading terms as the western 
nations —but at the sam e 
time require them to ease 
their emigration policies. It 
was an attempt to get the 
Soviet Union to let more 
Jew s emigrate, despite a 
stiff 
Moscow 
statem ent 
calling it unacceptable in­ 
terference 
in 
Soviet 
domestic affairs. 
—Limit loans to the Soviet 
Union to $300 million, which 
the State Department said 
was “ unwise, 
unfortunate 


a n d 
g r o s s l y 
discriminatory.” 
—Set 
up an 
East-West 
Trade 
Board 
to 
avert 
disruptive deals like 
the 
grain sale to the Soviet 
Union. 
—Reject the State Depart­ 
ment’s settlement of U.S. 
c l a i m s 
a g a i n s t 
Czechoslovakia 
—totaling 
$102 million —for $20 million, 
and require a better deal as 
part of any United States- 
Czech trade agreement. 
—Authorize the President 
to deny credits to Com­ 
munist countries who fail to 
assist the United States in 
seeking 
out 
unreturned 
prisoners 
of 
war 
in 
Indochina. 
—Exclude 
Communist 
countries 
from 
the 
generalized 
system 
of 
preferences 
intended 
to 
benefit 
less 
developed 
nations. 
The trade bill would also 
let the President enter into 
international negotiations to 
cut world trade barriers. 
He could eliminate tariffs 
below 5 per cent entirely, 
and cut by up to 60 per cent 
over IO years tariffs of over 5 
per cent.

A few believe Rockefeller 
will turn out to be an “ acting 
president” under Ford 
“ This is a period in which 
our country faces tremen­ 
dous difficulties,” the for­ 
mer New York governor told 
members of Congress who 
crowded in to watch the 
swearing-in, the first event 
ever televised in the Senate 


chamber. 
“ But 
there is nothing 
wrong with America that 
Americans cannot 
right,” 
Rockefeller said 
With Ford by his side. 
Rockefeller pledged “ to the 
fullest 
limit 
of 
my 
capabilities to work with 
you. Mr. President, to meet 
the grave new problems we 
confront as a nation and a 
people.” 
It was the second time in 
history that Congress has 
confirmed a vice president 
and the first time that both a 
president and vice president 
have 
been 
chosen 
by 
Congress rather than by vote 
of the people. 
Ford was confirmed as 
vice president last year to 
fill the vacancy left by the 
resignation 
of Spiro T. 
Agnew 
He assumed 
the 


presidency 
when 
Richard 
Nixon was swept out of office 
by the Watergate scandals. 
The end of Rockefeller’s 
long confirm ation battle 
came in the House about 8 
p.m. 
after 
six 
hours 
of 
debate 
in 
which 
con­ 
servative Republicans said 
he was too liberal and liberal 
Democrats said he was too 
rich 
Rep. George Danielson, D- 
C'a I if., said R ockefeller’s 
vast fortune was “ congenital 
and 
unsolvable. 
It 
represents 
the 
greatest 
conflict of interest in the 
United States" 
Rep. Henry S. Reuss, D- 
Wis., questioned whether it 
was “ wise, in a democracy, 
to encourage the m arriage of 
extreme wealth and high 
political power” 
But even sud 
a strong 
liberal as Rep. Michael Har­ 
rington, D-Mass.. said he 
disagreed with Rockefeller 
politically but voted for him, 
observing: “ He has never 
hesitated to fill a vacuum, to 
attract talent, and to make 
decisions.”

Albert's Guard Ends 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — Secret Service agents escorted 
House Speaker Carl Albert to his home Thursday night, 
ending their guard of the man who for the past four months 
was next in line to the presidency. 
It was the second time in less than a year. The latest period 
of Secret Service protection for Albert, D-Okla., began the 
moment Gerald R. Ford took the oath as President on Aug. 9. 
It ended when Nelson Rockefeller was sworn in as the 
nation’s 41st vice president. Albert’s first experience started 
Oct. 8. 1973, with the resignation of Spiro T. Agnew. 
It was a novelty that lasted two months, until Ford became 
vice president Dec. 6. 
Although Albert reverted to third in the line of presidential 
succession the moment Rockefeller took his oath, the agents 
remained with him until he was safely home. 
All that remained was the electronic protective gear the 
agents installed in his apartment.

skyrocketed into a multi­ 
million dollar business, as 


people learn to use their 
hands in the art of creation. 
W orkshops abound and 
entire craft villages, filled 
with various forms of arts, 
seeth with activity. 
Hobby Dolls are no ex­ 
ception. Reminscient of the 
1800’s when little girls wore 
big bonnets and their pet­ 
ticoats showed beneath their 
dresses, the revival of the 
Hobby Doll can be found in 
gift wrapping paper, pat­ 
terns for transfer to coats 


and dresses and materials 
designs, as well as ceramic 
pieces. 
Judy 
Frisk 
has 
been 
making Hobby Dolls and she 
starts from scratch. 
Her 
finished product looks like 
an heirloom and may well 
become so. 
“ Not much is involved in 
m aking the dolls, Judy 
admitted, 
“ except 
a 
few 
basic ingredients, 
time, 
patience and a tiny bit of 
artistic talent ” . 


Beginning with an ordinary Coca-Cola bottle, Judy Frisk 
works with dip and drape and styrofoam, and ends with the 
finished product-a unique Hobbs Doll. When completed and 


fully dried, the doll may be painted any color desired. (Staff 
photo by Mike Newman). 


She starts with an or­ 
dinary Coca-Cola bottle, a 
seven-inch styrofoam 
ball 
which she shapes the face 
and 
head, 
an 
egg 
shaped styrofoam ball cut in 
half for the shoes, and some 
dip and drape which, when 
wet, can be shaped in a 
number of directions. Judy 
uses it to form the pan­ 
taloons, the skirt, the apron, 
arm s and the big hat. 
When the doll takes shape 
and is left to dry overnight, 
she then applies an all-over 
coat of flesh-colored base, 
followed by acrylic paints in 
the desired colors. Then she 
sprays the 
Doll 
with an 
antiquing glaze which dries 
slightly and is wiped away so 
that just the crevices show 
the darkened area. 
After this process, Judy 
completes her doll with one 
or more coatings of enamel 
spray which both protects 
the doll and gives it a nice 
gloss. 
She said she got the idea 
from 
a 
friend 
and 
the 
directions from a book. To 
date, she has completed ten 
of the dolls which she has 
given to her friends and 
relatives as gifts. She didn’t 
even keep one for herself, 
but is now making one which 
she plans to keep 
Judy also has created a 
Christm as M anger scene 
from plaster and a huge 
giraffe, which she painted 
for her den At the moment, 
she is busy with crewel work 
and 
is working hard 
to 
complete a ducks-on-water 
crewel for her m other’s 
Christmas present 
“ People may wonder how 
I find time to do all of these 
things when I stay so busy 
with two active sons and a 
husband, but hobbies can be 
worked into one’s schedule 
with a little planning.” she 
explained 
Her husband. Chuck is a 
pilot and also was recently 
elected 
County 
Com ­ 
missioner. Judy was active 
in his campaign and also 
worked with him when he 
served on the Plano city 
council. 


Their two active sons are 
E rie, 
who 
attends 
kin­ 
dergarten, and Chuck Jr., 
who is a member of the

He 
practices daily for one-and- 
a-half hours, summer and 
winter, and must be driven 
by his mother to the classes.

JERUSALEM (UPI) — An 
explosive charge found in 
Jerusalem ’s busiest square 
went

The national radio said IO 
persons were wounded by 
the explosion, two seriously. 
The radio said the bomb 
destroyed the police van and 
set it afire. 
Police and army troops 
closed off all traffic to Zion 
Square, about two blocks 
from Jerusalem ’s city hall 
and less than 500 yards from 
the old noman’s land zone 
that separated the Arab and 
Jewish parts of the city until 
the 1967 Middle East war. 
The area around No. I Ben 
Yehuda Street where the 
bomb was found teemed with 
vehicular and foot traffic 
when the charge went off 
around 2 p m. It cam e as 
citizens hurried home for the 
start of the Jewish weekend 
at sundown.

If department stores are 
still waiting for the final rush 
of shoppers in the tightest 
Christmas season in years, 
the artists and craftmakers 
who sell from tables and 
benches tightly ringing the 
downtown park are virtually 
overwhelmed. 


Not everybody's buying, 
but 
few craftmakers are 
complaining —and some are 
crowing. 
“ We’ve had some $1,000 
days!’’ confides an amazed 
handcrafted jewelry and 
beads seller, a onetim e 
textile executive from New 
Jersey who was jobless until 
he discovered street ped­ 
dling a year ago. 
Curbside craftsmakers — 
many dropped out or were 
pushed out of regular jobs — 
are a relatively new but 
s u d d e n l y 
e x p l o d i n g 
phenomenon here. 
“There are so many now,” 
says one. “that the money’s 
getting thinner.” The city 
began 
licensing 
“ street 
artists” a few months ago 
after voters approved the 
idea and there are now 1,500 
•of them. 
Other hawkers are moving 
in. including the pretzel 
vendor who got an artist’s 
license 
to 
sell 
“ baked 
sculptures.” 
Rumors that stockbrokers 
and other victims of the 


recession
